Enrollment  figures  for  BYU 
were  released  yesterday,  showing 
an  increase  of  8.5  per  cent  over 
last  year. 

The  increase  includes  25,615 
daytime  and  evening  students  and 
24,144  daytime  only  students,  it 
was  announced  by  President 
Wilkinson. 

It  is  expected  that  the  President 
will  further  comment  on  the 
enrollment  situation  when  he 
addresses  the  student  body  this 
Tuesday  at  Devotional  assembly.

Approval  Given  For  Lottery; 
Plan  Now  Goes  To  Congress 


WASHINGTON  (AP)  - 
President  Nixon’s  lottery  plan  to 
limit  the  draft  to  19-year-olds  was 
approved  Thursday  by  the  House 
Armed  Services  Committee  and 
sent  toward  the  House  floor  for 
action  late  next  week. 

The  speedy  action  on  a 
surprising  31-0  vote  indicated  the 
chances  for  House  approval  are 
good  and  that  the  Senate  might 
take  up  the  bill  before  the  end  of 
the  year. 

The  plan  would  set  up  a lottery, 
held  in  late  September  or  early 
October  each  year  to  determine 
the  draft  order  for  the  following 
year’s  365  birthdates.  Men  whose 
19th  birthday  faUs  on  the  first 
dates  drawn  would  know  they 
faced  the  draft  in  January  or 
February.  Men  whose  birthdates 
were  drawn  last  would  likely 
escape  the  draft  entirely. 


The  present  system  takes  all 
able-bodied  men  19  to  26  years  of 
age  are  subject  to  the  draft  of  an 
oldest-first  basis.  Since  most  older 
men  already  have  been  drafted  the 
men  now  being  called  are  usually 
in  the  20-to-21  age  group. 

President  Nixon  asked  Congress 
Sept.  18  to  repeal  the  1967  ban 
against  a draft  lottery,  saying  his 
plan  would  be  the  fairest  and 
easiest  way  to  limit  the  draft  to 
19-year-olds. 

Speedy  scheduling  indicates 
Nixon’s  proposal  faces  little 
opposition  there.  But  its  fate  in 
the  Senate  remains  a question. 
Senate  Armed  Services  Committee 
Chairman  John  C.  Stenhis 
(D-Miss.)  has  indicated  reluctance 
to  take  up  the  measure  for  fear 
Senate  critics  might  try  to  revise 
the  entire  draft  system  with 
amendments.

BYU  Enrollment  Soars  To  25,615; 
8.5%  Increase  Marks  Record  High 


With  this  enrollment  increase, 
BYU  remains  the  largest 
university  in  Utah  and  the  largest 
church-related  university  in  the 
United  States. 

It  is  also  expected  that  when  all 
colleges  have  their  enrollment 
figures  in  that  BYU  will  again  be 
the  largest  private  university  in 
the  United  States,  in  terms  of 
daytime,  full-time  enrollment 
only. 

A breakdown  of  the  figures  for 
daytime  students  only  shows  a 
total  of  6,648  freshmen,  4,628  of 
whom  are  new  this  year;  5,388 
sophomores,  5,458  juniors,  4,566 
seniors,  133  fifth-year  engineering 
students  and  1,951  graduate 
students. 

There  are  2,507  new  transfers 
from  other  colleges  and 
universities  this  year.  Foreign 
students  number  1 ,090  and  96  per 
cent  of  the  students  enrolled  are 
members  of  The  Church  of  Jesus 
Christ  of  Latter-day  Saints. 


Of  the  13  academic  colleges  on 
campus,  five  have  enrollments 
over  2,000.  They  are  the  General 
•College  with  3,447;  Social 
Sciences,  3,264;  Education, 
2,396;  Physical  and  Engineering 
Sciences,  2,371;  Fine  Arts  and 
Communications,  2,191;  and 
Business,  2,043. 

PACK  ’EM  IN 

William  Siddoway,  in  charge  of 
admissions  and  records  stated  that 
the  enrollment  increase  was  the 
result  of  the  University’s  attempt 
to  try  to  accomodate  as  many 
students  as  possible. 

He  explained  that  each  year  the 
facilities  on  campus  are  analyzed 
to  see  if  more,  students  can  be 
admitted  than  in  the  previous 
year.  This  continued  stretching  of 
facilities  to  their  full  use  and 
careful  planning,  along  with  the 
addition  of  new  buildings  and 
facilities  are  the  factors  which 
have  allowed  the  enrollment  to 
increase  steadily  over  the  past 
years.

WORLD 

HONG  KONG  (AP)— Peter  M.  WUl,  a British  freighter  captain,  crossed 
the  border  into  Hong  Kong  today  after  17  months  of  captivity  in 
Communist  China.  He  was  the  sixth  Britain  released  by  the  Chinese  in 
two  weeks. 

Border  sources  said  Will,  who  was  taken  off  the  freighter  Kota  Jaya 
by  Red  Guards  at  Taku  in  May  1968  and  accused  of  insulting 
Communist  party  Chairman  Mao  Tse-tung  appeared  in  good  physical 
condition. 


RAWALPINDI,  Pakistan,  (AP)— Gen.  A.M.  Yahya  Khan,  president  of 
Pakistan,  became  the  first  voter  to  register  today  for  a general  election. 

It  will  be  the  first  general  election  in  the  country’s  history.  In  the 
past  elections  have  been  held  in  the  provinces  at  different  times. 

Justice  Abus  Sattar,  chief  election  commissioner,  said  in  a broadcast 
that  46,000  officials  will  go  from  door  to  door,  taking  names  across  the 
nation  in  the  registration  drive. 

Pakistan  has  an  estimated  60  million  men  and  women  over  21  who 
are  eligible  to  vote. 


TEHRAN,  Iran  (AP)— The  Shah  of  Iran  left  today  for  New  York  and 
Washington  to  hold  his  first  official  talks  with  President  Nixon. 

The  Shah  planned  to  spend  the  night  in  Paris,  stay  three  days  in  New 
York  then  go  to  Washington.  He  is  due  back  by  Oct.  26  for  his  birthday 
celebrations. 

Empress  Farah  did  not  accompany  the  Shah  because  she  is  expecting 
their  fourth  child. 


SEOUL  (AP)— A North  Korean  spy  ring  operating  in  Seoul  was 
smashed  and  all  its  19  members  arrested,  the  South  Korean  Central 
Intelligence  Agency  announced  today. 

Their  arrests  brought  to  38  the  number  of  North  Korean  espionage 
agents  and  South  Korean  collaborators  captured  in  the  past  month,  the 

CIA  said.  national 


WASHINGTON  (AP)— A super-secret  device  to  tip  off 
authorities  to  gun-toting  passengers  has  been  put  into  general  use  by 
hijack-plagued  Eastern  Air  Lines. 

The  disclosure  Wednesday  by  Federal  Aviation  Administration  head 
John  H.' Shaffer  noted  that  the  airline  is  the  first  to  employ  such  a 
defense  against  hijackers.

WASHINGTON  (AP)— The  Communications  Satellite  Corp.,  Comsat, 
said  Wednesday  that  with  the  proper  governmental  authority  it  could 
arrange  to  satisfy  the  needs  of  the  television  networks  for  service 
through  a domestic  satellite  system. 

“Comsat  has  repeatedly  stressed  the  need  to  move  forward  on  the 
establishment  of  a domestic  satellite  system,’’  the  corporation  said  in  a 
prepared  statement. 


WASHINGTON  (AP)— September  brought  the  smallest  rise  in 
personal  income  in  17  months,  and  government  economists  cautiously 
hailed  the  news  as  a signal  inflation  is  lessening. 

Personal  income— the  collective  total  of  business  and  individual 
incomes  before  taxes— was  $759.8  billion  in  September,  the  Commerce 
Department  said  Wednesday. 

That  is  a gain  of  $2.3  billion  over  August,  the  smallest 
month-to-month  increase  since  April,  1968,  and  less  than  half  the 
average  monthly  jump  in  the  first  eight  months  of  this  year.

SALT  LAKE  CITY-(AP)-American  Oil  Co.  plans  a multi-million 
dollar  expansion  of  its  Salt  Lake  City  refinery  serving  the  Rocky 
Mountain  region. 

Winston  S.  Peeler  of  Chicago,  vice  president  for  manufacturing  and 
transportation,  said  Wednesday  the  expansion  would  be  in  two  major 
segments. 

One  will  increase  production  of  crude  oil  from  the  present  36,000 
barrels  a day  to  49,000.  The  other  will  involve  construction  of  a 
21,000-barreI-a-day  catalytic  cracking  unit. 

Construction  is  to  begin  in  mid-1970,  with  completion  expected  by 
the  end  of  1971 . 


GRANGER,  Utah  (AP)— Fire  swept  through  a Salt  Lake  City 
suburban  home  early  this  morning,  killing  three  young  boys.  Their 
mother  and  four  sisters  escaped. 

Firemen  said  the  three  boys  were  in  a bedroom  together,  and  the 
mother,  Mrs.  Dewey  Monson,  was  unable  to  get  back  into  the  house 
after  getting  her  four  daughters  safely  outside. 

Dead  are  Paul,  5,  Jonathon,  4,  and  Andrew,  3.

It  was  unfortunate,  however,  that, 
among  others,  the  delightful  and 
intriguing  second  movement  of 
the  “Classical”  Symphony  was 
left  out,  for  in  many  ways  it 
shows  Prokovieff  at  his  best.  The 
heavy  demand  on  the  orchestra  in 
such  a one-sided  program  began  to 
show  in  the  strain  near  the  end  of 
the  Dvorak  finale. 

It  was  out  of  order  to  applaud 
between  movements  of  a 
symphony  or  concerto.  A good 
way  to  know  when  to  applaud  is 
when  the  conductor  drops  his 
baton  and  hands  to  his  sides.  This 
concert  etiquette  is  important  in 
maintaining  the  mood  and 
continuity  of  a piece. 

What  did  show  through  in  the 
forum  concert  was  the  orchestra’s 
marvelous  involvement  in  the 
music.  This  is  personified  by 
Abravanel,  who  was  described  by 
one  New  York  critic  as  “obviously 
more  interested  in  the  music  than 
in  himself.” 

The  balance  and  musicianship 
achieved  by  members  of  the 
orchestra  show  their  feeling  and 
love  for  the  music  they  play.

With  a tough  schedule  facing  his 
Cougar  gymnastics  team  this 
winter,  Coach  Morganegg  is  busy 
getting  his  troops  prepared  with 
vigorous  daily  workouts. 

At  the  front  ranks  of  the  squad 
this  year  will  be  seven  returning 
lettermen  including  Bryce  Martin, 
tenth  last  year  in  free  exercise  in 
NCAA  competition,  and  Don 
Ferre,  eleventh  in  the  collegiate 
ranks  on  the  long  horse. 

The  Cougar  gymnasts  concluded 
last  season  with  a third-place 
finish  in  the  Western  Athletic 
Conference,  but  they  are 
definitely  planning  for  the  top 
spot  this  year.  Coach  Morganegg  is 
confident  that  with  some  extra 
effort  in  the  practices  now,  the 
squad  will  find  their  foes  to  be 
impotent. 

The  first  meet  will  be  Dec.  5 at 
Colorado  Springs  with  the  Rocky 
Mountain  Open,  sponsored  by  the 
Air  Force  Academy. 
Representatives  will  also  be  sent 
to  Park  Ridge,  111.  in  the  latter 
part  of  November  to  compete  in 
the  Midwest  Open. 

Gymnastic  events  are  scored  on 
a 1-10  basis  with  the  perfect  score 
of  10  very  rarely  received.  Four 
men  from  each  team  perform  on 
each  of  the  six  pieces  of  apparatus 
(side  horse,  free  exercise,  still 
rings,  long  horse,  parallel  bars  and 
the  high  bar.) 

Two  men  from  each  team  are 
required  to  do  a compulsory 
routine  outlined  by  the  NCAA 
and  two  others  do  optional 
routines.

Bonfire  corn  is  another  that  she 
and  her  family  prefers.  The  corn, 
husk  and  all,  is  soaked  in  the  lake 
until  completely  wet.  The  outside 
leaves  are  left  on  in  order  to 
protect  and  to  help  steam  the 
kernels.  After  the  corn  is 
completely  soaked,  slip  the  ears 
under  the  coals  and  let  steam  for 
30  minutes. 

A fun  food  that  everyone  can 
cook  for  himself  is  “Stick  Bread.” 
Wrap  bread  dough  strips  around  a 
peeled  stick,  then  roast  it  over  the 
flames  or  coals  of  the  fire.  When 
the  bread  is  done,  slip  it  off  the 
stick.  It  can  be  eaten  plain  or  with 
a hot  weiner  inserted  in  the 
center. 

For  those  less  adept  at  campfire 
cooking,  Mrs.  Petty  offers  her 
“Dilly  Bread”  recipe:

1 C small  curd  creamed  cottage 
cheese
